AMERICA’S BLUE YODELER

HIS EARLY LIFE AND RAILROAD DAYS 

James Charles Rodgers was born on Sept. , 8th 
1897 in Meridian, Mississippi, youngest son of 
Aaron W. Rodgers, a section foreman on the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad. Left motherless at the 
age of four, his boyhood was spent around the rail- 
road yards, riding in engine cabins and on box- 
cars. At fourteen he became a railroadman him- 
self, first as water -boy and later as assistant 
foreman to his father. 

This life was to form the background for his 
music in later years. He eagerly learned rough 
and rowdy railroad ballads, and Negro workers 
taught him how to plunk banjo and guitar. Later 
when he became a brakeman on the New Orleans 
& Northeastern Railroad, these instruments al- 
ways went with him, and he sung and played to 
his railroad buddies. 

On April 7th, 1920 he married Carrie Cecil 
Williamson, daughter of a Meridian minister . 
Jimmie had recently recoveredfrom a long spell 
of pneumonia and with his back-pay check from 
the railroad, they spent their honeymoon in New 
Orleans. On January 30th 1921, a daughter was 
Dorn to them, Carrie Anita. Two years later a 
second baby arrived, June Rebecca, who died 
in infancy. 

Times were hard and jobs scarce and the Rod- 
gers family moved around following work on the 
railroad. During the autumn of 1924, Jimmie was 
first stricken with the scourge of tuberculosis. 
After spending three months in a charity hospital, 
he was discharged and told thathis railroad days 
were over:, no hard work, plenty of rest, sun- 
shine and high altitudes. This was a tough sen- 
tence for a young brakeman with a family, and 
there was only one thing he could do, which iron- 
ically was the beginning of the career that made 
him famous. 

HIS RECORDING CAREER 

Jimmie Rodgers smeared black grease-paint 
on his face, took his guitar, and wandered through 
the mountains of Kentucky and Tennessee with 
medicine shows. Later he traveled as a white- 
face entertainer and bought a road show of his own 
which was wrecked by a tornado. However he was 
gaining confidence and experience, and his health 
had improved slightly. 

He took his family to Florida and tried the 
Florida East Coast Railroad as a brakeman, but 
his health could not stand the strain and he moved 
west to Tucson, Arizona, then on to San Antonio 
and Galveston, Texas. Here he sent his wife and 


daughter home to Meridian alone, and when he 
eventually joined them later, he was weak and 
much in need of a long rest. 

In January 1927, Jimmie began to feel better, 
and restless. He went to Asheville, North Caro- 
lina in search of work. A friend, Fred Jones - 
Chief of Detectives, found him a position for a 
while as "Special Officer" in the police force, 
but this was really through charity and Jimmie 
resigned.. During this time however, he had kept 
up with his singing and now favoured the guitar 
as best accompaniment. He formed a small group, 
three other musicians and himself, and called it 
"The Jimmie Rodger s Entertainers". Fred Jones 
§9^ a S P°^ on a regular programme over 

W VV NC in Asheville which, although it only lasted 
three weeks, gave people a chance to hear Jimmie 
and fan mail proved he was a success. 

The Jimmie Rodgers Entertainer s hit the road, 
stopping to play wherever an audience would gath- 
er. Then by chance they heard a talent scout from 
the Victor Talking Machine Company was making 
test records on portable equipment over in Bris- 
tol, Tennessee. They traveled there and gained 
auditions, but agreed to split up so that Jimmie 
sang alone just with his guitar. On the morning 
of August 4th 1927, he recorded his first two 
songs: "Sleep Baby Sleep", an old yodeling lull- 
aby, and "The Soldier 1 s Sweetheart", a ballad he 
wrote himself years before in memory of a pal, 
Sammy Williams, killed in action in World War 1. 
Ralph Peer, the Victor talent scout, gave Jimmie 
a short-term contract on the spot. 

Months passed without work, then Jimmie left 
his wife with relatives in Washington where they 
hadbeen staying, and traveled to New York where 
he contacted Ralph Peer. He was immediately 
asked to make further recordings, as his first 
had been highly successful, so he went to the big 
studios at Camden, New Jersey and recorded four 
songs on November 30th 1927. Among them was 
his famous "Blue Yodel" (T for Texas). 

Royalty checks soon arrived and grew from 
$27 to $400 in a few months, then eventually to 
2000 dollars monthly. Jimmie collaborated with 
his sister-in-law, Elsie Me Williams and togeth- 
er they wrote many fine songs he recorded dur- 
ing the next few years. Although sickness still 
plagued him, Jimmie Rodgers toured many big 
cities; especially he loved to tour the backwoods 
and sing for "his kind of folk"; in January 1931, 
he toured with famous comedian Will Rogers in 
aid of drought relief in Arkansas. England, Can- 
ada, Mexico and South America were calling for 
him, but his frail health could not have stood the 
strain of such engagements.

HISTORY ON WAX

His life was so gentle; and the elements so 
mixed in him that nature might stand up and say 
to the world 'There was a man! '

Few men still living can say they saw and re- 
member him, but his life can easily be traced 
thru the many biography s and articles written 
about him. He was born in 1833. His illustrious 
father, 'Junius Brutus Booth', then the most fa- 
mous tragedian of his day, reared his children 
on the stage. Two of them were to become world 
famous --Edwin, as one of the great actors of his 
time, and John Wilks Booth, first as, an actor 
and later as the assassin of Abraham Lincoln. 

Edwin Booth's rise in the theatre was meteoric 
and his career thereafter continued from one suc- 
cess to another. His two most famous roles, 
"Hamlet" and "Richelieu", were without rival. 
Other parts in his repertory were "Macbeth", 
"King Lear", "Othello", "Shylock", and a few 
carefully selected others. 

Except for Henry Irving, Booth was without 
rivalry the greatest tragedian of his time. On 
February 3, 1869, he opened "Booth's Theatre" 
and he managed it for five years. In 1870 he 
tour ed the South. So great was the enthusiasm his 
presence aroused 'twas nothing less than a tri- 
umphal progress. In San Francisco where he 
filled an engagement for eight weeks, the receipt 
exceeded $96, 000. 00, a result at that time un- 
precedented on the dramatic stage. 

Many collectors including myself have scoffed 
at the idea of Edwin Booth making records. Since 
he died in 1893, it seems highly improbable, but 
surprising enough he did record his magnificent 
voice in March of 1890 at the insistance of his 
daughter Edwina Booth. These private recordings 
were Hamlet* s Soliloquy, "To Be Or Not To Be" 
and the selection from Othello, "Most potent, 
grave, and reverend signoir's". 

The Othello speech was reis suedfrom the orig- 
inal cylinder in 1939 by Professor Fredrick C. 
Packard in collaboration with Booth's grandson 
(Hamlet's Soliloquy was in such poor condition 
that it could not be reissued. ) Three Hundred of 
these records were made and given to museums, 
colleges, and close relatives. I talked recently 
with Mrs. Edwina Booth Cutting, the great grand- 
daughter of Edwin Booth who has one of these 
recordings and I am looking forward in the near 
future to hearing it. Then I'll give a full report 
on it's listening qualities. The historical signif- 
icance of this rare recording cannot be too great- 
ly emphasized. We hope someday this record 
will be reissued for the benefit of collectors and 
those interested in the dramatic theatre. ^ 


MAX KAPLAN'S 

RECORE-OTAPE 

ALLEY 


With the advent of the Tape Recorder many 
discophiles have utilized this new recording med- 
ium to advantage 'and actually integrated the ma- 
chines performance into record collecting as we 
know it, so that even greater pleasures c in ac- 
crue from our collecting pursuits. Tape record- 
ers were introduced commercially in 1948 and 
have progressed in these days of rapid advance 
to a point where their operation is as simple a 
procedure as dialing one's phone. Now we must 
reflect on how a tape recorder can serve the gen- 
try of record collecting. I contend that Tape re- 
gardless of its technical progress can never take 
the place of records and their collecting. Who 
can deny the thrill of coming across a weather 
beaten label staring up from amidst shabby, 
rubbed grooves proclaiming the artist to be 
"Moran and Mack, In a talking Skit", to Enrico 
Caruso singing "Vesti La Giubba". Even if one 
could find tapes in secondhand stores, rummage 
sales or the like, could the cold wordless reel 
send that thrill up the collectors spine? 

The principal claim of Tape enthusiasts is that 
with tape, records are not necessary, and to a 
partial extent this is true from a storage point of 
view this is quite correct, yet the indestructibility 
of tape has not been determined, and it is known 
that alternate cold and heat do affect tape tremen- 
dously, however, later advances may prove tape 
to be permanent or semipermanent nature - yet, 
only the other day I heard a priceless recording 
of 1905 vantage that though limited in audio re- 
sponse was in perfect condition as issued by the 
manufacturer. Will we be able to say the same 
of tape ? I am trying here to be as fair as poss- 
ible giving both sides of the "case" so to speak, 
as both mediums of recording have their points 
of advantage. 

The exchanging of records no doubt has given 
many a collector an addedthrill to their collec- 
ting activities, yet would this be possible with 
tapes, where copies may be run off so easily? 
Yet, if the exchange is necessary, it is always a 
risk to send valuable records to one another, while 
tape can present no such problem, and a 7" reel 
of tape would cost one tenth of what it would cost 
to send the same quantity of recorded material 
onrecords, and on foreign exchanges there would 
be no question of duties. However, the new Long 
Playing Vinylite Recordings are fast reducing the 
danger and expense of sending records between 
collectors. And more and more devotees to the 
recorded sound are bringing us recordings of the 
past on these records, chief of whom is Jack 
Caidin in New York with his "Famous Voices of 
the Past" LP series of operatic gems. 

Also many tape societies have sprung up in the 
past 5 years to promote the art of tape record- 
ing in its various aspects, however, most of these 
societies are devoted to Taper espondence or the 
exchanging of thoughts, ideas or just plain con- 
versation. Foremost in this field is the World 
Tape Pals headed by Harry Matthews of Dallas, 
Texas. However, there are groups devoted main- 
ly to recording live music, drama and records 
and the American Recordist Society has made

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EDISON AND HIS 


It has been seventy-eight year s since sound was 
first held captive by man. A wizards trick, ;d be 
sure. ... and first performed by Thoma, \lva 
Edison, The Wizard of Menlo Park. In these sev- 
enty-eight years since the birth of the phonograph, 
every imaginable sound has been recorded on wax. 

Now, in 1955, as a result of recording inaudable 
sound, even phonograph records seem to be crash- 
ing through the sound barrier! Recordings for 
pets (inaudable to the human ear) as well as re- 
corded sounds that can be reproduced on only the 
most advanced Hi-Fi sets (yet beyond the listen- 
ing ability of the average human ear) are two ex- 
amples. As this article is being written, scientists 
have even claimed to have recorded the sound of 
an exploding star ! 

However, let us leave potential outer space re- 
cordings and retrogress. Let us go back to that 
period of time when a wax recording of a mere 
mortal was a miracle in itself! Let us discover 
what Edison left us of the sound and fury of bygone 
days. His cylinders are those little waxen mo- 
ments of history that is our only real per sonal link 
with the past. Through their medium we can once 
again hear the stirring voices of great men who 
are nowmere memories or re-create a fewpre- 
cious moments from the Golden Age of the Theatre. 

Thomas Edison left more than a talking ma- 
chine. ... he left a time machine !

It all began on August 17, 1877 when Edison in- 
vented the first phonograph and record. These 
"records" were made of very thin tinfoil and along 
with the recording machine were strictly exper- 
imental in nature. Only facsimiles of these tin- 
foil records exist. 

In looking for a better recording medium, and 
after much experimentation, Edison finally pro- 
duced the wax cylinder. These original wax cyl- 
inders were extremely soft and fragile and when 
first put on the market commercially in 1887, 
were white in color. The next fourteen years , 
however, saw them issued in various colors in- 
cluding cream, brown and purple. 


TIME MACHINE

By 1902 Edison changed his cylinders to black 
wax mainly for uniformity, while at the same time 
adding a hardening agent to make them more dur- 
able. One can imagine how fragile the first type 
must have been if THESE were considered more 
durable. 

Prior to 1902 theEdison cylinders were mechan- 
ically duplicated. It has been an erroneous im- 
pression for years that, prior to mass production, 
an artist had to perform each time for every cyl- 
inder made. Actually, an artist performed in front 
of a small number of recording machines at once 
and thereby created a number of MASTERS. Each 
one of these master cylinders was put on a dup- 
licating machine and cylinders were duplicated 
slowly, one at a time. 

Producing cylinders by the mechanical dupli- 
cating method meant using two phonograph man- 
drels that were placed parallel to each other and 
transferring the sound waves from the master 
cylinder to the duplicate by means of levers. More 
simply, the blank cylinder had the recording cut 
on it by a recording point which was operated 
through levers by a reproducing ball travelling 
over the recorded sound on the master cylinder. 
With many duplicating machines, a few hundred 
cylinders a day could be reproduced. 

By 1902 Edison perfected the system of mass 
producing cylinders which was called the "Gold 
Molded Process". Both the sound that was repro- 
duced as well as the quality of the wax seemed to 
improve with the advent of this gold molding 
process.

He built a palatial 50, 000 dollar home in West- 
land Hills, Kerrville, Texas - "Blue Yodeler s 
Paradise" - but later moved to a smaller bunga - 
low in San Antonio. In the Spring of * 93 3, Jimmie 
had a further long siege of illness that kept him 
a month in hospital and another three months home 
in bed. In May, he went to New Ycrk to record 
another twelve songs and to discuss a new con- 
tract with Ralph Peer. 

On the morning of May 26th 1933, Mrs. Carrie 
Rodeers was awakened in her San Antonio home 
to answer a long-distance phone call . . . tubercu- 
lar pneumonia . . . America s Blue Yodeler, Jim- 
mie Rodgers, was gone. A special funeral train 

carried him back to Meridian, Mississippi, while 
the nation mourned, and on May 29th Jimmie was 
laid to rest in his old home town. 

Tributes came from all over America - poems, 

songs about his life. On May 26th 1953, the twen- 
tieth anniversary of his death, a statue of Jimmie 
in brakeman’s uniform with his old guitar was 
unveiled during a huge memorial ceremony m 
Meridian. This memorial day has since become 
an annual event. 

But the greatest tribute of all to the memory 
of Jimmie Rodgers are his golden discs - twenty- 
two years after his death they are still played, 
e n j oy e d and tr e a s ur e d in many c ountr le s thr ough - 
out the world. ... 

HIS RECORDINGS 

Jimmie Rodgers sung songs for everybody; rail- 
roadballads, barroom, hobo and love songs, and 
the blues. All were sparked with his sweet, lone- 
some and haunting yodels. His music has a fresh 
and distinctive originality; his voice is full oi 
warm sincerity, natural and easy-flowing, clear 
and melodious. There is no flashiness, nothing 
banal in his music. , v . 1M 

Sweet and lone some songs like" Lullaby Yodel , 
"My Old Pal", "Daddy and Home" are sung with 
feeling and charm; simple homespun songs that 
go rigit to the heart . . . "Dear Old Daddy, you 
shared my sorrows and joys, you tried hard to 
bring me upright... ". Jimmie’s whole life is 
pictured in his songs; each record is a chapter. 

The railroad was a part of his life and "Ben 
Dewberry’s Final Run", "Mystery of Number 
Five", "Hobo Bill’s Last Ride" are a few ballads 
that recall the lurching box-cars, the old "eight- 
wheelers", the glittering rails. 

Then there are the rough and rowdy tunes: 
"In the Jailhouse Now", "Nobody Knows But Me", 
and Jimmie’s own version of the traditional 
Frankie and Johnny". His carefree, yet warm 
styling on such as these is unique. 

Perhaps some of the most interesting of Jim- 
mie Rodgers recordings are his blues, certain- 
ly they will appeal the most to strict folkmusic 
collectors. Negro railroad workers who taught 
him to play guitar must have imparted much of 
their rhythm and feeling; this is apparent in all 
the "Blue Yodels", "Jimmie's Texas Blues" , 
"Long Tall Mama Blues", "My Good Gal’s Gone

Of particular note are "Blue Yodel No. 9” which 
is accompanied by Louis Armstrong on trumpet 
and Earl Hines on piano: (Mrs. Rodger s has ver- 
ified this) and secondly, "My Good Gal’s Gone 
Blues" with a jug-band as backing. Both are su- 
perb blues recordings.

Up until 1902 Edison cylinders were meant to 
be played at various speeds. The earliest ones 
between 90 and 100 rpms. Later on the speed was 
increased to between 120 and 140 rpms, while 
from 1902 on all Edison cylinders were made to 
be played at 160 rpms. 

Edison"re-issued"many of his earlier cylinders 
(those made prior to 1902) to build up quickly his 
new"gold molded" catalog. New items were con- 
tinually added, but one can find many of the early 
selections issued under their original number. 

From 1887 to 1903 the identification of each 
Edison cylinder was almost impossible without 
either listening to the recording or referring to 
the little printed slip of paper that listed the num- 
ber, title, and artist. Until 1902 only the cylinder 
number was printed on the side of the recording, 
with the advent of the gold molded process, iden- 
tification was easier due to the appearance of the 
title. At a later date even the artists name was 
added. All this information was pressed on the 
end of the cylinder. 

In 1908 Edison gave the public a happy surprise 
when he offered the four minute wax cylinder on 
the market. Up until this time all his various pop- 
ular cylinders were of the two minute variety. 
These four minute wax cylinders along with the 
two minute type were sold until 1912. 

By 1912 Edison had perfected his unbreakable 
cylinder. .. the Blue Amberol. This was a four 
minute type made of celluloid on a plaster -of - 
paris base. This was by far the finest cylinder 
made. The quality of its sound reproduction out- 
shone the flat accoustical discs of its day. 

Among the Edison cylinders that the average 
collector would have an interest in are those re- 
corded efforts by the following artists: William 
J. Bryan, Anna Chandler, Marguerite Farrell, 
Vaughn DeLeath, Irene Franklin, Harry Lauder, 
Stella Mayhew, Isabelle Patricola, Teddy Roos- 
evelt, Aiieen Stanley, Sophie Tucker, Nat Wills 
an^d the only authentic jazz; the Louisana Five. 

Besides the above artists, however, there are 
many collectors who highly prize the cylinders 
made by A1 Bernard, Ada Jones, Billy Murray, 
Will Oakland, Vess Os s man, Manuel Romain, 
Cal Stewart, and Sousa. 

For the specialist in the theatre there are an- 
other dozen names that would be very appealing. 
However, they are not the big names that are the 
popular collectors choices. While Edison cylin- 
ders were not the only cylinders ever offer edfor 
sale, one will find that Edison could boast of the 
largest group, by far, of important names in his 
catalog. . 

It is interesting to note that many theatrical 
people had their voices"tested"by Thomas Edison 
and yet they did not, according to Edison, mea- 
sure up to his requirements. 

This writer had the opportunity of inspecting 
the Edison plant and was given free access to the 
file system and the "talent cards". The list of 
artists that were testedby Edison and turned down 
was quite impressive. The hand written remarks 
on their "talent cards" were a revelation. Van & 
Schenk as well as May Irwin were some of the 
artists found unsuitable for cylinder recording. 
A1 Jolson did not quite make it to Orange, New 
Jersey, at least this writer saw no evidence of 

his name in any of the various files. It would be 
quite interesting to reflect upon what remarks 
Mr, Edison might have made about the Worlds

quite a bit of progress in this field. The greatest 
field of Tape Recording is the preservation of the 
speech of today that becomes the history of to- 
morrow - here tape is unique in its application 
economically speaking and for sheer transpor- 
tation of equipment, and at the same time allow- 
ing everyone to record the speech, if broadcast 
Also, in this connection it is possible for the 
"specialized"voice collector to get a larger group 
of celebrities in a given field on tape. One could 
go on ad infinitum comparing records to tape, but 
it is indisputable that both can be greatly inter - 
dependant to the average collector, to the collec- 
tor of the original label, no - but, to the collector 
of that particular recorded sound he enjoys, yes. 

I hope in future columns to demonstrate this 
inter dependance of records and tape to showhow 
one can complement the other to help enlarge 
one's collection of his or her particular specialty, 
also to explain means and little tricks of making 
transference of recorded sound easier. Also to 
review the ever increasing quantity of recorded 
Tapes being released as well as pointing out how 
one can compile their own quiz games on tape and 
recordings. If there is any question or service

Perfect 15696, Banner 32608 and Melotone 125 15. 
This title was also listed as by Duke Ellington 
&c His Orch. and Earl Harlan and Orch. on some 
labels. 


Q: Is T. Texas Tyler an assumed name by this 
hillbilly singer ? 

A: Yes. His real name is David Myrick. 


Q: How many records didlrving Kaufman make? 
Did he ever record under another name ? 

A: As far as I have been able to learn, Irving 
Kaufman made more than 4500 sides during his 
career. Among others, he used the names, Noel 
Taylor, Buzzin* Bob and Confidential Charley. 


Q: Who was the fern chirper with Ray Noble* s 
band in Chi*s Palmer House in July 1940, and 
whatever became of her ?
